As is the case with other snowballs, 
well furnished with sterile flowers they 
develop through fine clear tones of pale 
green before they show their ultimate 
shining whiteness. Our photograph 
was taken in May 1949 from material 
from Mr. Russell’s plant as the plant 
in the National Arboretum is still too 
small to be cut for its portrait. 

Like many other viburnums, it may 
be propagated from cuttings of half- 
ripened wood, taken here in August, 
and given the routine treatment for 
such material. Cold frame protection 
for the first winter is desirable to in- 
sure against losses in such plants as 
may not have an adequate root system. 

In our ¢limate it is completely de- 
ciduous which gives further protection 
against winter damage.

It is 
included now to show the exact size of 
the leaves and fruits in this particular 
clone, a form that has only moderately 
broad leaves and very few spots. 

It and its fellows were purchased 
many years ago from the now defunct 
Biltmore Nursery and unlike the plants 
mentioned by Mr. Culpepper most of 
these are plain green forms with broad 
leaves. 

One can only wonder if he were able 
to hunt through Japanese nurseries if 
he could not find as many forms and 
patterns as he might in the two plants 
mentioned on page 182. 
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
